ä H E Duke of Cumberland 
* Tndiaman failed from the 
Dong, Robert Osborn, Com- 
| mander, with the Grantham 

Indiaman, Captain Wilſm, in Compa- - 
ny; when we had been out fourteen 
Days, we fell in Company with a 'Ship 
from Briſtol, bound for Guinea. They 
asked where we were bound; we told 
them for Fort St. David and China. 
We asked him, if he would keep us 
Company, which he agreed to; we made 
the Hand of Madera all three in Compa- 
ny; and, at about fourteen Leagues Diſ- 
tance, he parted with us, but, happily 
for him, he ſaw us agian, when we had 
our Lights out, when we were in Diſ- 
treſs; for ſhe was ſtanding right in P 
B e 
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the Shore, and might have ſhared the 
fame Fate. 


Tueſday, January 16, 1749. 

The 17th by our Log, becauſe we begin 
our Date at Twelve o'Clock at Noon, Lati- 
tude 159, 17' North, diſtant 42“ Wet 
of 5." having a moderate Breeze at 
North, and foggy Weather : We had ſteer- 
ed South for twenty-four Hours paſt, and 
at Five in the Evening we altered our 
Courſe to S8. S. W. and, at the Cloſe of 
the Evening, we reefed our Top-fails, 
furled our Sprit-fail and Sprit-ſail Top- 
fail, took in all our ſmall Sails, and 
kept a Hand at the Bowſprit-end, in 
order to look well out; and kept under 
a eaſy Sail, and ſounded every two Hours. 
At half an Hour paſt Seven in the Even- 
ing, the Man, at the Bowſprit-end, call'd 
out (to our great Surpriſe) Breakers a- 
head ; on which we immediately hauled 
on a Wind, with our Starboard Tacks 
on Beard, and fired ſeveral Guns for the 
Grantham Indiaman, Captain Wilſon, to 
avoid the Danger. We had ſcarce trim'd 
our Sails, before the Wind came to the 
N. W. with light Airs, inclinable to Calms, 
ſo that the Ship had ſcarce Steeridge Way, 
the Depth of Water being ſix Fathom ; we 
ſtood 
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ſtood on this Tack about an Hour, when' 
we diſcovered the Land about a Point on 
our Weather-bow, the Diſtance about half 
a Mile, and Depth of Water about five Fa- 
thom. Our People were employed in get- 
ing the Stream-cable bent, and the Anchor 
aver the Side; the Grantham being then 
ſo nigh on our Weather Quarter, we were 
obliged to ſtay *till ſhe was about, for 
Fear of being on Board her. As ſoon 
as ſhe was about, we tack'd, and ſtood 
to the Eaſtward, being ſo nigh the 
Grantham, that they deſired we would 
back our mizen Top- ſail, and lower our 
top-gallant Sails, which we did. She 
being cloſe on our Lee Bow, they were 
afraid we ſhould be on Board her, and there- 
fore we ſtood on about half an Hour; but 
there being ſo little Wind, and what 
there was veering to the Northward, that 
we could not get any Offing from the 
Breakers, there being a terrible Swell on 
the Shore, the Depth of Water ſix Fathom 
(by our Soundings) hard Sand and 
Stones; Captain Osborn asked Captain 
mW lon, if he did not think it moſt pro- 
to anchor; which he agreed to, and 

deſired us, as we were the ſternmoſt Ship, 
to anchor firſt ; which we did immediate- 


ly with our Stream Anchor, and veered 
B 2 hal 
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half a Cable. Captain , ilſem ſtood about 
a League farther; our People were then 
employed in getting our beſt Bower Cable 
to the ſpare Anchor, and half an Hour 
after Ten we drop'd under Foot, and 
veered about two Feaks on the Stream 
Cable to bting the other Anchor a-head; 
we, having but four Feet and a half Wa- 
ter under our Stern, could veer no more, 
the Surf then breaking over our Quar- 
ter at Times. We immediately got the 
Sheet Anchor over the Side, and the 
long Boat in Tackles along Side z about 
One in the Morning our Stream Cable 
parted, the beſt Bower not bringing her 
up. We let go the Sheet Anchor, but, 
before ſhe brought up, ſhe ſtruck: ſeve- 
ral Times, being quite in the Surf; on 
which ſevęral of our People jumped into 
the long Boat, and cut her away. The 
People in the long Boat amounted to the 
Number of thirty. After our Boat was 
gone, we found our Ship to ſtrike very 
hard ; 'therefore Order was given to cut 
all our Maſts and Bowſprit clear away. 
We had then five Feet Water in our 
Hold, and lay in this terrible Condition 
till near Five in the Morning; our Ship 
then ſwing'd her broad Side to the Surf, 
the Sea, at the ſame time, ſo breaking over 

| - her, 
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her, that we could hardly ſtand upon 
Deck; we then, with great Difficulty, hove 
over our Quarter Deck and Stern Guns, 
but all to no Purpoſe, the Hold Colt this 
Tring being full of Water. 


At Break of Day we look'd out for * 
Grintheni, for we were very much a- 
fraid ſhe had ſhared the ſame Fate; but 
were very agreeably ſurprized to ſee all 
her Maſts ſtanding, tho? we were in ſuch 
a miſerable Condition ourſelves. She (the 
Grantham } got off with great Difficulty, 
being obliged to cut her Cable away. 
About Six o Clock our long Boat came 
to ſee if it was poſſible to give us any 
Aſſiſtance, but the Surf was ſo great ſhe 
could not venture very near us. At 
Seven in the Morning we got our Yawl 
over-board, and put fix Men in her that 
could ſwim well, in order to get a Rope 
on Shore ; but ſhe had not got above ten 
Yards from the Ship, before ſhe overſet: 
We, being apprehenſive of the Accident, 
ſtood ready with Ropes over the Side, 
and with much Difficulty got them all 
on Board again. After this we contrived 
to make a Raft * ſave our Lives, if 

ſible. Our chief Supercargo offered 
ed Guineas to any two that

ſhould ſucceed in getting a Line on Shore; 
which two of our People attempted to 
do, 'viz. Joſeph Dolkin and Richard Ed- 
wards, both foremaſt Men, but neither 
ſucceeded ; Dolkin got on Board again, 
and Edwards, on Shore, but was obliged to 
quit the Line, for Fear of being drown'd. 
After which we made * fruitleſs * 
tempts. 50 


We next made a amal Cattemeran, 
and two of our People undertook to 
a Line on Shore, but it overſet a 

little Way from the Ship; one Man got 
on Board again, the other on Shore, 
which was Duncan Cummins, our Gun- 
ners Mate; we then got ſome of our 
Fowl Coops and two ſmall Casks, 
tied them together with a Rope, and 
hove them over- board; the Surf at laſt 
drove them ſo nigh in, that our two Men 
on Shore, meeting the Casks, &c. up to 
their Chins in Water, laid hold of them, got 
them on Shore, and by the Aſſiſtance of 
that they got a three Inch Rope, the 
End of which we faſtened to our Raft, 
and were in great Pain, ſeeing ſome of 
the Natives coming down upon the 
ann for Fear ad would immediately 
9 deſtroy - 
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deſtroy our two Men; but we obſerved they 
made much of them, which ſoon re- 
moved our Pain, gave us a good deal 
of Pleaſure, and made us ſtill more 
eager to get on Shore ourſelves. About 
Two o'Clock we got our Raft or Stage 
over-board, and with very great Difficulty 
and Danger we got on Shore, about twelve 
at a Time; the Surf being ſo great, we 
were under Water great Part of the Way, 
having but juſt Time to fetch Breath 
enough to keep Life in us, till we got on 
Shore. We loſt but four People in this 

Attempt, viz. Benjamin Laſhmore, by 
miſſing his Hold in getting into the long 
Boat; James Slade, in getting on the 
Raft; James Holt, and one Indian. Be- 
fore half our People were got on Shore, 
we found ourſelves deceived in the friend- 
ly (as we thought) Behaviour of the 
Negroes; for their Numbers ſoon in- 
creaſed to four or five hundred, armed 
with Spears, Bows and Arrows, and ſome 
few with Guns, who ſoon inhumanly 
ſtripped us of what few Neceſſaries we 
had ſaved, and brought on Shore. One 
Man amongſt them, that talked French, 
adviſed us to get ſome Arms on Shore, 
which we did by the next Stage, enter- 
taining ſome Hope of making a Defence; 
but, 
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but, their Numbers increaſing, we, upon 
Conſideration, thought it beſt to ſubmit, as 
they uſed no Violence upon our Perſons. 
The Man, that talked French, told us, 
there was a French Settlement about four 
Leagues off, and that they had heard of 
our Misfortune, and would be with us 
very ſoon; which gave us great Spirits 
under our Misfortunes. They, the Na- 
tives, kept us on the Beach till Sun- ſet, 
plundered and ſtrip'd us of every Thing 
we had, and told us they would ſhew us 
the Way to the French Settlement, called 
Goree ; and led us along the Beach about 
three Miles from the Wreck, ſhew'd us 
a Parcel of Huts, and told us, that they 
in thoſe Huts would ſhew us the French 
Settlement in the Morning. We were all 
able to walk except our Captain, whom 
we were obliged to carry in Turn all the 
Way ; we were in all about ninety-nine 
People, Laſcars or Indians included, 
(who were about twenty=three). In this 
miſerable Condition we lay all Night, 
being wet and almoſt naked, having Dad 
neither Victuals nor Drink all Day, and 
being under Apprehenſion of being put 
to Death.

At Nine in the Morning there came a 
petty Prince, with ſome Soldiers, and @ 
ſpare Horſe for Captain Osbern; the Ar- 
rival of. theſe People gave — 
fineſs, which . when we found 

they were the Natives; for we were in 
great Hopes, at firſt Sight, they were 
Fronch coming to our Aſfiſtance. They 
ordered our Captain to get on Horſe- 
back, and then led us along the Beach 
—_ the Wreck; we apprehended 
they deſigned to make us go on Board 
the Wreck, which proved to be too true: 
But, at laſt, by telling them the Hazard 
we run of loſing ourſelves, and pointing 
to the Surf which made a fair Breach 
over dur Ship, they t fit to ex» 
cuſe us. They kept us all here till Sun- 
ſet, except the Captain and one of our 
goes, who. were permitted to go 
back to the Huts, having a Guard along 
wih them. At Sun-fet we went allo, 
having no Victuals, even all this Day; 
but vre found out a Well, about half a 
Inn very great Service 
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About Two o' Clock in the Morning, 
we were agreeably ſurprized to hear there 
was a Man come from the French, who 
had brought a Bag of Biſcuit with him, 
which was ſerved out immediately; it 
amounted to half a Biſcuit a Man, which 
was the firſt we had eat, ſince we came 
on Shore. About Seven, thirty of our 
People went down to the Wreck, to ſee 


if it was poſſible to get any Victuals; and 


the French Black, as a Linguiſt, went with 
them. There we found the petty Prince 
had pitched his Tent oppoſite the Wreck, 
and a Number of People along with 
him; ſome of them had got on Board 
the Wreck, and began to plunder. We 
uſed all the Perſuaſions we were Maſters 
of to get him to ſupply us with ſome 
Proviſions, but all to no Purpoſe; he 
gave for Anſwer, if we wanted Victuals, 
we might go on Board, and get it our- 
ſelves. Finding no Relief could be had 
from thoſe ſavage Wretches, we were 
obliged to get two of our People that 
could ſwim well to endeavour, if poſſi- 
ble, to get on Board; which they. hap- 
pily ſucceeded in by the Help of our 


Jolly 
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Jolly Boat, which drove on Shore, aſtef 
it overſet with our People in her, the 
Day we all came on Shore. Aſter they 
were on Board the Wreck, the Boat 
ſtove along Side. They hove over ſeve- 
ral Hogs, and ſome Sheep, and we got 
ſafe on Shore eleven of them, beſides 
three Firkins of Butter, three Cheeſes, 
and one Cask of Beer. One of our 
People, viz. Richard Edwards, in ſwim- 
ming back to Shore, was 455 va 

drowned; and David Jones was ſav 
by our People ruming into the Water up 
to their Chins, who laid hold of him, and 
ht him out; when he came on 
Shore, our People were obliged to lead 
him along, he not being able to ſtand. 
When we were returning to our Huts, 
the Natives ſtole from us four of our 
Hogs; but, being moſt of them Mahome. 
tans, who don't eat Pork, they made 
an Offer of the four Hogs for one 
Sheep ; we readily agreed to it, and ac- 
cordingly delivered the Sheep firſt ; but, 
as ſoon as they had it in Polleſlion, they 
made off, not thinking it proper to de- 
liver us the Hogs; which was- a very 
great Diſappointment to us, in the Condi- 
tion were in; and not daring to uſe an 
Means to recover our Loſs, we thought it

(chief Mate of the Grantham) with his 


Boat's Crew; they had landed cloſe un- 
der the Iſle of , about three Miles 
from our Wreck, and where was the 
leaſt Surf. The Natives immediately 
ſeized the Boat, and ſtripped the People, 
in like manner as they did us; they got 
to our Huts, after they had conſulted 
what was beſt to be done for their Pre- 
ſervation, Our People went down with

Evening; and the Natives permitted them 
to go on Board, our People being 
obliged to go into the Water a great Way 


to help them to launch her.

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At Day-break che Grontham was out 
of Sight, and we underſtood : afterwards 
ſhe was gone- to the French Settlement;

from us in the Middle of the Day, and 
carried it off, not daring to make much 
Reſiſtance, After that we kept the. reſt

here was one Perſon among them, which

We were informed by 
Letter, that their Iſland was but ſmall, and 
did not afford any Proviſions, or freſh. 
Water ; for the French themſelves are 
obliged to trade with the People upon 
the Main, for Neceſſaries of all Kinds;

liged to wait with Patience, till the —

The King, and 
ſome of his Officers, diſmounted, and 
went to the Captain's Hut; he 
ſeemed to have ſome Notion of Huma- 
nity, and ſaid he pitied us, but, at the 
fame Time, gave us to underſtand, that, 
as. the Ship was caſt away upon his 
Coaſt, ſhe was his Property, and that 
we muſt not pretend to meddle with 
any Thing belonging to her, upon any 
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Pretence whatſoever. The Captain and 
Supercargo pleaded for our Liberty. He 
told them, as our Captain was ill, he 
ſhould go to Goree To-morrow, and that 
we ſhould all be at Liberty very ſoon ; 
which favourable Anſwer gave us the 
greateſt Satisfaction imaginable. The 
King likewiſe ordered us a Ballack, and 
it was divided amongſt us. | 


Friday, February 2. 


To our very great Surprize we found 
the King had altered his Mind, and 
would not let the Captain go. He told 
us he expected a Ranſom for us All, 


and that he did not come down upon 


our Account, making a great Slight of 


it, but becauſe he had ſome Buſineſs with 
the French Governor; and, when that 
was done, he would talk abans our Ran- 
ſom. We endeavoured to make our- 
ſelves. as eaſy as we could, and put our 
Truſt in Providence. We were a- 


fraid his Intention was to make the 


moſt of us by Sale, and reckoned our- 
ſelves, at; that Time, little better than 
Negroes Slaves. 


The 
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The Captain and Supercargoes then 
wrote to the French Governor, to let him 
know the King's Anſwer to us, and de- 
fired they would be ſo good as to meet 
the King, and endeavour to ſettle the 
Matter with him, on our Account, as 


ſoon as poſſible. 


I thank God, we all (excepting ſome 
few that had got Colds by expoſing 
themſelves too much to the Dews, which 
fall extremely thick in this Country) 
remained in good Health. Notwith- 
ſtanding the Surf continued very great, 
ſome of the Negroes got on Board the 
Wreck, while the King was upon the 
Beach, but could get very little or ho- 
thing thence, the Surf making a fair 
Breach over her; and, by what we could 
diſcern from the Shore, her Decks were 
fallen in. 


The King inquired what our Ship was 
loaded with, and was told ſhe was load- 
ed with Stores for the King's Ships in 
India, with ſome Cloth and Lead; but 
mentioned not a Word about the Trea- 
ſure, for Fear they ſhould detain us to 
help them to get it on Shore. 2

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N. B. The King ordered us another 
4 10 Saturday, February Zo. 
In the Evening a Meſſenger came from 


the French at Goree, but too late to wait 


on the King, concerning our Ranſom. We 
were informed the King threatened to 


| fend us to the Capital (Kyore) with an 


Intent to make us work, but hoped 
we ſhould foon be relieved from thoſe 
Fears. 


# 


Sunday, February 4. 


Early in the Morning Mr. Miſener, 
our chief Supercargo ( with a French 
Black, as a Linguift) waited on the King ; 
he then informed them, that he had 
conſidered of the Affair in regard to our 
Ranſom, and had determined it at the 
Value of five Slaves for our Captain, 
twelve Pounds for each Officer, and five 
Muskets for each foremaſt Man ; the 
Value of each Musket to be one Pound 
hve Shillings. As his Majeſty ſeemed at 
firſt to pity our Misfortune, we did not 
imagine his Demands would have —_ | 
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ſo great; our Gentlemen deſired ſome 
Time to conſider of it, and got Leavr 
for our Captain and one Gentleman to 
go with him to the French Settlement, 
to interpret for him; which was agreed 
to, and they ſet out immediately. We 


now waited with ”_ a a till 
we kd x them. 


| Monde, February 3 5. 


About Noon came a Meſſenger Groth 
the French, with a Power to treat with 
the King about our Liberty; but, the 
King being then gone down to the 
Wreck, he could not ſpeak to him till 
Five in the Evening. About that Time 
came another Meſſenger from the Frenab, 
whoſe Orders were not to exceed one 
hundred and ninety Muskets for the 
Ranſom of us all. Our chief Supercargo 
with the Meſſenger waited on the King, 
immediately after he came from the 
Wreck; and, after a little Heſitation, 
they determined it at a hundred and 
ninety- ve Muskets for the Ranſom of 


us all, and promiſed we ſhould haue Li- 


Þerty to go the next Morning. This 
News gave us great Spirits, but, 
Ss had Experience of his Majeſty's 

Sentiments 
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Sentiments being ſo liable to alter, we 


could not intirely think ourſelves clear 
of him, till aden Seren 
-Sextienent. 


7 ueſday, Ebru 6. 


Early in the Morning, Mr. Miſener, 
our chief Supercargo, with the French 
Interpreter, waited. on his Majeſty, and 
took Leave of him with a great deal of 


Pleaſure, and now prepared for our March- 


ing. We all immediately ſet out for a 
Place (croſs the Country) called Bend, 
which was about eight Miles from us. 


We got there about Nine in the Morning, 
where we found a French long Boat from 


Goree ready to take us in; but, ſhe being 
too ſmall to take us all at once, we were 
obliged to make two Trips. 


About Two o'Clock in the Afternoon 


we were all landed, and met with a kind 


Reception from the French. We being 


moſt of us bare-headed, they ordered us 


a Piece of black Cloth, which made Caps 
for moſt of our People, and was of great 


Service to us in thut hot Climate, We 
then thought ourſelves extremely happy, 


being once more amongſt Chriſtians. 
Notwith- 
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Notwithſtanding the Hardſhips we had 
undergone, yet, Thanks to Providence, 
we all remained in good Health, exce 
our Captain, who ſtill continued as ill 
as when we had the. Misfortune to be 
caſt away. 


Wedneſday, February 7. 


The French Governor told us to hold 
ourſelves in Readineſs to embark in two 
Days for an Englih Settlement, called 
Gambia, which is about thirty-five Leagues 
from Goree. 


Goree is a ſmall Ifland, well fortified 
by Art and Nature. The French have 
one hundred and twenty Guns mounted; 
and there is one Brais Gun, a nine Poun- 
der, and eleven Feet and a half long, that 
is marked Elzabeth Regina, made by 
Thomas Pitt in 1589. 


Thurſday, February 8. 


About Four in the Afternoon we all 
embarked on Board two Sloops, (except 
the Captain and three Servants, who 
obtained Leave to ſtay at Goree). About 
Seven the Governor of all the French 

| E Settle- 
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Settlements came on' Board, in order to 
go to a Place, called Old Breda, which is 
another French Settlement on the River 
Gambia, but was demoliſhed by us in 
the late War; and we failed imme- 
diately. 


Friday, February 9. 


There proving but little Wind, it was 
thought proper to lie to, we judging our- 
ſelves near the Mouth of the River. 


Saturday, February 10. 


There ſtill proving little Wind, at Day- 
break we weighed Anchor, and ſtood 
in for the River's Mouth. About Noon 
we ſaw a Sloop ſtanding out with Engi:/b 
Colours ; the Tide running ſtrong, we 
were obliged to come to; and, when 
the Sloop came up with us, we found 
ſhe had Proviſions for the Grantham In- 
diaman, which was about ſeven Leagues 
farther down. The Sloop alſo informed 
us, there was a French Sloop with more 
Provione for the Grantham, and that Mr. 
Horner, one of the Supercargoes for the 
Grantham, was on Board the French Sloop. 
Our three Supercargoes then intended to 
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BR 
go down with the Sloop to go on Board 
the Grantham Indiaman, in order to pro- 


ceed for China. 


A Letter was wrote, ſigned by all 
the Officers, and ſent to the Governor 
of Gambia, one of our Settlements ; where- 
in he was informed of our diſmal Con- 
dition, and to demand the Protection of 
the Enghſh Flag. At the fame Time, 
the Supercargoes deſired the Mates to go 
on Board the Sloop, in order to go down 
to the Grantham, and the Laſcars or 
Indians went along with them; the reſt of 


our People proceeded for the Enghſh Set- 


tlement at Gambra, 


Sunday, February 11. 


Our Gunner went up to James Fort, 
the Engliſb Settlement, and delivered his 
Letter to the Governor ; but he refuſed to 
to receive us upon the Fort, ſaying, they 
were very poor, not having received any 
Supplies from the Company in' England 
for five Years laſt paſt, and that we muſt 
remain on Board the Sloops, until the Offi- 
cers came back from the Grantham. 
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There appeared about Noon a prodi- 
gious Cloud of Locuſts, which, I be- 
lieve, from the paſſing by us along Shore, 
muſt reach at leaſt four Miles; I catched 
ſome, and am convinced they are the 
ſame Species, which was in England ſome 
Time ago; and, on Inquiry, I find they 
appear often in thoſe Parts of the World. 


Nothing remarkable until the Four- 
teenth, 


When, about Nine in the Evening, 
our ſecond Mate (by himſelf ) came up 
the River, the Sloop not being able to 
get up that Tide. He informed us, 
they had got a Supply from the Gran- 
tham for four or five Months ; which 
was very agreeable News, eſpecially after 
our having been informed what Con- 
dition the Eng/iþ Fort and Settlement 
were in. 


Thurſday, February 1 5. 


Early in the Morning our Mates went 
to the Engliſh Settlement ¶ James Fort ) 
and informed the Governor they had 
got a Supply from the Grantham In- 

diaman, 
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diaman, Captain Wilſon ; when he was 
convinced of that, he gave Orders to 
receive our People, and about Noon we 
were all landed, our Number being in 
all eighty-nine People, Officers included; 
we likewiſe landed all our Proviſions and 
Stores, One of the People belonging 
to the Fort, on Board the Grantham, in- 
formed our Supercargoes, whilſt there, 
that the Surf would be down in the Bay, 
where our Ship was loſt, in about fix 
Weeks Time; and faid, if they would 
give him proper Encouragement, with 
the Aſſiſtance of the Officers, ſome of 
our Seamen, and ſome Natives to dive, 
he did not doubt but he ſhould be able 
to recover the Company's Treaſure. The 
Officers were asked, if they were willing 
to undertake it, with the Aſſiſtance of 
another Sloop, and to build up the long 
Boat; to which they readily conſented, 
and would uſe their utmoſt Endeavours. 
As to a Reward, they deſired it might 
be left to the Honour of the Company ; 
and, in Cafe this Expedition ſhould not 
ſucceed, they would proceed directly for 
Barbadoes, in order to carry a Packet 
Home to Englund, as ſoon as poſſible. 
We got many Things which were ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary for this Expedition _ 
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the Grantham ; and it was alſo agreed 
with the Gentlemen of Gambia, that 
they ſhould have, for the Uſe of their 
Sloop and Trouble, Seven per Cent. of 
all the Effects that ſhould be recovered 
from the Wreck by their Aſſiſtance. 


N Fort, on the River Gambia, 
built on a Rock, twenty-one Miles up 
the River, is better than half a Mile 
round, and ſituated near the Middle of 
the River. About a League from the 
Shore, it affords neither Wood nor Wa- 
ter, but is ſupplied from the Main by 
Boats belonging to the Iſland, that go 

conſtantly every Day: It is pretty well 
fortified, having about forty-two Guns 
mounted, from ſix to twenty-four Poun- 
ders; and I have been informed the River 
is navigable near three hundred Miles 


up. 


Friday, February 16. 


Finding no Wood (as before obſerved) 
upon the Iſland, that was of Uſe in the 
Work for the long Boat, the Carpen- 
ters and Caulkers were ſent up the River 
to cut ſome fit for our Purpoſe. Our 
People had now an Allowance of freſh 

Beef, 
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Beef, and we had two of the Blacks to 
make a proper Quantity of Country Corn 
into Bread every Day, being now in 
Hopes the greateſt of our Hardſhips 


Were over. 


Saturday, February 17. 
The People, belonging to the Iſland, 


having informed us, there were great 
Quantities of Fiſh about it, and hav- 
ing brought ſome Junck from on 
Board the Grantham, were ordered to 
get a Net made, as ſoon as poſſible. In 
the Morning two of our People refuſed 
to work upon the Net, which our 
ſecond Mate asked the Reaſon of: 
Words enſued, and one of them had 
the Impudence to take the Mate by the 
Collar, upon which they were both or- 
dered to be put in Irons, In the Even- 
ing they broke out of Priſon, ſoon 
made a Party, and ſwore Revenge a- 
gainſt any body that ſhould offer to ſe- 
cure them, 


Sunday, February 18. 


In the Morning the Governor ſent the 
Captain of the Fort to bring the Ring- 
leaders 
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leaders before him; as ſoon as they came, 
the Governor, finding they remained ob- 
ſtinate, told them, he would ſend them 
off the Iſland by the Water- Boat. Ac- 
cordingly, about Two o'Clock in the 
Afternoon, they were put on Board, viz. 
Jobn Vindrige, Thomas Small, and Wil- 
liam Monksford ; Joſeph Dolkin would 
go with them, but refuſed to tell his 
Reaſons for ſo doing, 


Monday, February 19. 


Nothing remarkable : But we obſerved, 
that, ſince thoſe People were gone, the 
reſt remained very quiet. 


Since we had been here, we made 
Inquiry what Number of Ships generally. 
trade in the River, and when there was 
any Probability of getting from hence, 
in Order to go Home ; we were informed, 
that a Man of War commonly came 
upon the Coaſt in May, of June, which 
would be obliged to take us all on 
Board, if we had no Opportunity any 
other Way; they likewiſe expected ſome 
Ships up the River every Day to trade 
for Slaves, which gave us great Hopes, 
that we ſhould be able to get away, _ 

ore 
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fore our Proviſions were exhauſted, hav- 
Ing but little Proſpect of Supply from 
The Fort, any more than juſt to keep us 
from ſtarving. 


Tueſday, February 20. 


Our Carpenters came down the River 
with a Boat Load of Timber for the Uſe 
of the long Boat ; and this Morning we 
had the agreeable- Proſpect of a Sail, 
which proved to be the Succeſs Brig, 
Captain Hammond, from Rhode - Iſland. 
As ſoon as the Captain came on Shore, 
the Mates informed him of our Misfor- 
tune, and beg'd he would be fo good 
as to take ſome of us on Board him; 
and he very readily agreed to take Eight. 
In the Evening, when he went away, 
he genteely defired the Mates to dine 
with him, the next Day, on Board his 
Ship. 5 


Wedneſday, February 21. 


Our People built a Shed for the long 
Boat, and the Mates deſired the Tradeſ- 
men to go to Work as faſt as poſſible, 
which they abſolutely refuſed : And, 
when they deſired to know the Reaſon, 

F they 
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they told them, they expected to be fan 
tisfied for their Trouble, demanding two 
Months Pay, with an Addition of a 
Bottle of Rum fer Day, and to have 
ſome Shirts and Trowſers, which was 
agreed to and performed ; they then 
went to Work on the * Boat imme- 
diately. 


Thurſday, February 22. 


Eight of our People were to go on 
Board Captain Hammond this Morning; 
but about TWO o' Clock the Fort was 
alarmed with Captain Hammond's being 
under Sail : They fired to bring him to, 
but to no Purpoſe, he being out of 
Gun Reach, and determined to break 
his Promiſe with us, in Regard to taking 
our People with him ; which, we think, 
was a great Piece of Inhumanity, con- 
ſidering the Situation we were in; and 
by Day - light he was almoſt out of 
Sight, 


Friday, February 23. 
The Sloop belonging to the Fort 


not coming down, ſo ſoon as ſhe was 


expected, the Governor ſent a Perſon to 
haſten 
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haſten her; ſhe being intended to go 
with us upon the Expedition to the 
Wreck. The Tradeſmen were ſtill em- 


ployed about the long Boat. 


On Saturday and Sunday, nothing hap- 
pened remarkable. 


Monday, February 26. 


We ſaw a Sail, and at Night came 
up her long Boat, and informed us, ſhe 
belonged to the Minerva, Captain Jorden, 
from Liverpool, and intended to come 
up the River to ſlave. 


Tueſday, February 27. 


Sailed a French Snow for Senegal, 
and our Ship's Steward, having a Mind 
to go Home by the Way of France, 
went in her, our fourth Mate, and 
one with him, being gone from us in 
a Sloop that ſailed ſome Time ago. We 
had been informed by the French, that 
they did not expect any Ship would fail 
for Europe until Juh, and that was 
the Reaſon thoſe Perſons left us, 
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Wedneſday, February 28. 


The Minerva, Captain Jorden, came 
up to the Fort, ſaluted it with ſeven 
Guns, and the Fort returned the Com- 
pliment. 


Thurſday and Friday, March. 1 and 2. 


Our People were * employed on 
the long Boat. 


Saturday, March 3. 


Mr. Smith, ſecond Governor of the 
Fort, came down the River. 


Sunday, March 4. 


The Gentlemen of the Fort having 
been over upon the Main to ſpend the 
Day, they thought proper to bring Jobn 
Vindrige and Monksford with them, 
upon Condition that they would ask our 
Officers Pardon, which they promiſed to 
do; but, when they came to the Iſland, 
they altered their Minds, and declared, 
they would die, before they would ask 
any body's Pardon; upon which An- 

ſwer, 


371 


ſwer, the Governor immediately ſent 
them off the Iſland again. | 


On Monday and . Tueſday, our People 
were employed as before. 


Wedneſday, March 7. 


This Day died the Doctor of the 
Fort, having been in a declining Way 
ſome Time. 


In the Afternoon a Council was held 
concerning our Expedition; the Gover- 
nor, and the reſt of the Gentlemen be- 
longing to the Fort, made a great many 
Objections to it; but they did not come 
to any Reſolution at that Time. Our 
Scene being done, we made Uſe of it, 
and caught Fiſh enough to ſerve all our 
Hands in about two Hours; which were 
of great Service to us, beſides an agreea- 
ble Change of Diet, 


Thurſday, March 8. 


The Gentlemen of the Fort, and our 
Mates, had another Meeting concerning 
the Expedition ; and they of the Fort in- 

ſiſted 
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ſiſted upon our People's fitting up another 
Sloop to go up the River, and likewiſe, 
that, in the Abſence of thoſe gone upon the 
Expedition, the reſt of our People ſhould 
alſo fit up other Craft. All being will- 
ing to go upon the Expedition, as ſoon 
as poſſible, it was agreed to by our 
Mates. 


Friday, March g. 


The Men were ordered to go on 
Board the Sloop, to fit her out, as ſoon 
as poſſible ; but they abſolutely refuſed, 
unleſs they had extraordinary Wages ; 
and our People were obliged to let them 
have * ſix Bars a Man, and more Liquor, 
on which they went to Work. 


Friday, March 16. 


For a Week laſt paſt nothing re- 
markable offered. Our People kept at 
their Work regularly, and hoped to get 
the long Boat launched in about ſixteen 
Days more.

Arrived at the Fort a long Boat be-

The Mates choſe out thirty-eight of 


our Hands, in order to go upon the 
Expedition, and promiſed them Pay, 
which they refuſed ; and faid, they choſe 
rather to leave it to the Honourable 
Company's Pleaſure, to reward them, as 
they thought proper. 


Captain Symmonds, of the Apollo, was 
ſo good as to ſpare us three hundred 
Weight of Bread, which we received 
this Day. 


Wedneſday, 
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Wedneſday, March 28. 


The Commander of the Duke of 
Cumberland Snow let us have the ſame 
Quantity of Bread, one Cask of Flour, 
and one of Peaſe. This Day three of 
our People were ſhip'd on Board the 
Duke of Cumberland; vis. Peter Bright, 
Alexander Wilſon, and Ignatius Hanſon, 
all foremaſt Men. 


N othing remarkable until Saturday, 
the thirty- firſt of March. 


This Day our Carpenters and Caulkers 
refuſed to go on with their Work, unleſs 
the Mates' gave them their Notes of 
Hand to pay them, in Caſe the Honour- 
able Company refuſed it ; which the 
Mates agreed to, and they then went to 
Work again. 


Sunday, April 1. 


Betimes in the Morning, we found 
our Carpenter's Mate, and the Caulkers, 
at Work on the Shallop for the Duke of 


Cumberland Snow. We thought they be- 
68 haved 
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haved with a great deal of Ingratitude, 
knowing the Neceſſity of getting our 
long Boat finiſhed, as ſoon as poſſible; 
the Seaſon of the Year advancing, that 
the Turnadoes, or Hurricanes, come on 
in this Part of the Country, which ren- 
ders the being out at Sea extremely 
dangerous. Our People would have taken 
the Tools from them, but the Mates, 
fearing a Reſiſtance, and that ſome of 
them might be lamed, or. other bad 
Conſequences would enſue, deſired them 
to deſiſt. But their Anſwer was, if 
they had not work'd upon the long 
Boat, they ſhould not have worked at 
all, it being Sunday. 


In the Evening, the Carpenter's Mate 
and Caulkers came up to the Mates upon 
the Baſtion of the Fort, and offered to 
deliver them up their Notes; but the 
Mates refuſed to accept them, before ſe- 
veral Witneſſes; they then laid the Notes 
upon one of the Guns, and went away. 
This inſolent Behaviour gave our Officers 
a great deal of Uneaſineſs, not knowing 
which Way to help themſelves: How- 
ever, after conſulting ſome Time, they 
had Reaſon to believe the Boat was ſo 

forward, 
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forward, that they ſhould be able to 
find other Hands to fintth her; and re- 
ſolved, the next Morning, if they did 
not go to work by fair Means, to uſe 
other Methods with them, 


Monday, April 2, 


Our Carpenter's Mate and Caulkers 
went to Work in the Morning, without 
coming to any Extremaities which was 
by much the moſt agreeable. 


Tueſday and Wedneſday the People at 
Work as uſual. 


Thurſday, April 5. 


Went on Board the Betty Sloop ta 
overhaul her Rigging, which was com- 
pleated the ſame Day. 


Friday, April 6. 


Came up the African, Captain Major, 
from Guernſ-y, to ſlave up the River; 
they informed us, they had heard the 
diherecable News of the Loſs of fix In- 

| G 2 diamen, 
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diamen, and ſeveral Men of War, off 


Fort St. David's. 


Saturday, April 7. 
Nothing remarkable. 


Sunday, April 8: 


In the Morning we hauled the Betty 
Sloop on Shore, in order to pay her 
Bottom. 


We launched this Day our long Boat, 
which was raiſed fourteen Inches, and a 
Deck laid on her: She was now called 


the Expedition. 
Monday, April g. 


We were employed in breaming the 
Sloop, and rigging the long Boat. 


Tueſday, April 10. 
Hauled the Sloop off again. 


From the Tenth, to the Fifteenth, we 
were employed in getting Proviſions and 


Stores for the Expedition on Board.

Went over with the Betty Sloop to 
wood and water.

Thurſday, April 19. 


The Shallop belonging to the Duke 
of Cumberland Snow was launched, and 
Mr. Eckels was appointed Commander :

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They alſo received Advice, that our 
Captain died on the 2 of April. 


By this Trial, our chief Mate found 
that the long Boat anſwered the Purpoſe 
extremely well; he therefore reſolved, as 
nothing more could be done with the 
Wreck, to proceed for England with her 
immediately, inſtead of going to Bar- 
badoes, as was at firſt deſigned. This was 
thought to be a very dangerous Attempt; 
but, he being determined to put it in 
Execution, our ſecond Mate let him have 
every Thing that could poffibly be ſpared, 
that would contribute to their Safety ; 
and, on the Eighth of May, at Six in 
the Morning, ſhe was under Sail, with 
fourteen Hands in her, viz.

A Boat arrived here, about Seven in 
the Evening; ſhe belonged to the Foey 
Sloop, from London, with a new Gover- 
nor, Officers, and Soldiers for the Fort; 
the Sloop, in coming . up the Riyer, run 
aground (in a Fathom and three- Quar- 
ters Water) off Charles and, which is 
about three Leagues from the Fort. There 
is a Ledge of Rocks that run off on the 
Larboard Side, going up the River, and

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Side is muddy, where the Sloop was a- 
ground, ſhe going too near in. The 
Governor of the Fort ſent Veſſels down 
to lighten her, and get her off.
